>I have a nice site (2100', 7 acres), but zoning height restrictions (35' 
>unless I want to pay big bux for a variance). Also, I am lazy. So I am 
>thinking about broadband antennas. Specifically, I have seen ads for the 
>Barker and Williamson AC 3.5-30, and the Garant GD-9. Both are long wire 
>dipoles (windom in the case of Garant) with 'magic' matching networks. 


I have (had) a B&W 3.5-30 MHz antenna, which was essentially a trapped 
dipole. I had it set up as a sloper, and it worked reasonably well, 
considering I didn't take time to tune the various segments as per the 
instruction sheet. One evening I noticed it was no longer in the air, 
and after hunting around I found the remains trailing off into the woods 
for a couple of hundred feet, with bits of moose hair caught in kinks in 
the wire. A couple of the trap housings broke, and I haven't been able 
to find similar-diameter plastic tubing at local building supply places, 
so it is sitting in a shed right now. Life is rarely dull here...when's 
the last time you saw a bulletin like this on your system: SYSTEM MAY GO 
DOWN WITHOUT NOTICE DUE TO VOLCANO. 


If you have 35' vertically and want to try something really different, you 
could set up an HF discone as shown in the ARRL Antenna Handbook. I've 
thought about trying one of those...there is enough room inside to make a 
nice outdoor gazebo for hot summer days, if you use wire screen in the 
cone part to keep bugs out. In the summer, your antenna could be your 
hamshack...

Is ham radio worthwhile? 
Henry Pasternack writes: 
>In senior high school, I largely lost interest in the hobby as so many 
>hams began to turn into what appeared to be “appliance operators." In 


>retrospect, I was also getting older, and the thrill of imagining >myself a 
child prodigy was no longer what it had used to be.

>I know that there is a large community of dedicated, active, bright 

>people who are still carrying on the tradition of technical excellence 

>and public service through amateur radio. I suppose it is unrealistic 

>to believe my perspective, and that of the rest of the amateur >community, 
would remain the same while more than doubling my age. >Still, the hobby 
doesn't seem the same. I wonder what I will find if I >probe further. Is 
amateur radio still worth my while? 


Two comments: First - I am of the class you call ‘appliance operators'. I wonder 
- do all hams have to be electrical engineers or build their radios and 
equipment from parts to qualify as a ‘real ham'? I find that I just enjoy 
chatting with folks not from around here and generally satisfying myself that I 
know enough about radio to operate. I resent the appliance operator label in how 
you are applying it. Don't get me wrong - I have a lot of respect for hams that 
know more than I do, and your listed accomplishments are something you are 
obviously proud of - with good reason. Which brings me to point number two: 


You're right! The hobby isn't the same! I let hamming slip by the wayside, and 
returned to see packet in full swing. Now who could get a thrill from having a 
computer operate the rig and do the same thing that you can do over the local 
BBS or Hamnet in CompuServe, or even here? But slowly, I find there is yet 
another new facet of ham radio evolving - and I want to learn it. Things will 
never be the same, as it has been changing for years! The bad things (crummy 
ops, jamming, 2 meters, etc) will always be around, but >I< think you should 
‘come back'! There's an incredible amount of incredible (to me, anyway) things 
being done in amateur radio today.
